Naples, April 10—The number of

Great numbers of per- 
sons from all the villages threatened 
by the volcano are missing and it Is 
impossible in the confusion 
which 


reigns throughout the country to try 
to account for them.

seppe, a place of 6,000 inhabitants. All 
but 200 of the people had fled from 
San Quiseppe, and these 200 assem- 
bled in a church to attend mass. 
While the priest was performing his 
sacred office the roof fell in and about 
60 persons were badly injured. These 
unfortunates were for hours without 
surgical or medical 
help 
or 
food. 


At Ottojano five churches and ten 
houses fell under the weight of ashes 
and cinders, which lie four feet deep 
on the ground. In the fall of the build- 
ings about 12 persons were killed and 
many wer« injured. 
The village is 


completely deserted by its 
people. 


After the evacuation of the place the 
barracks and prisons fell in. 


The most of the buildings in the vil- 


lages are of flimsy construction and 
have flat roofs, and so are but ixiorly 
calculated to bear tho weight of ashes 
and cinders that have fallen upon 
them. Inevitably it will be found that 
a considerable 
number 
of persons 


have perished by the falling of their 
homes. Although the eruption of the 
volcano is less violent than it was 24 
hours ago. the ashes are still falling 
in great quantities.

towns depict terrible devastation, San 
Giorgio, Cremona, Portici, Rebinii and 
Lorre del Greco having been almost 
completely abandoned. 
The inhabit- 


ants of Torre Annunziato are prepared 
to leave at a 
moment's warning. 


Somma Vosuviana is another village 
which has suffered most severely. 


Special railway trains, warships and 


steamers are employed in conveying 
the homeless people to Naples, Rome 
and Castollammare, while large num- 
bers of people are fleeing overland in 
the direction of Casorta. Not loss than 
l.'.OOO refugees have reached Castel- 
lammarc, whore the steamer Princess 
Mafalda is anchored. This vessel left 
the Island of Capri with 1.000 passen- 
gers, including many foreigners, on 
board, but she was unable to loach 
her destination owing to the stifling 
clouds of ashes and the- fumes of gases 
from tho volcano which enveloped her 
a mile from tho coast.
